This  year  of  1991-1992  is  a  spe- 
cial year  in  the  history  of  Anderson 
College.  With  the  addition  of  the 
Junior  class,  Anderson  College  of- 
ficially marks  its  transition  from  a 
two-year  institution  to  a  four-year 
college.  Our  yearbook  theme, 
"Breaking  Mew  Ground,"  seeks  to 
commemorate  this  momentous 
occasion. 

In  terms  of  the  history  of  the  col- 
lege, the  four-year  status  itself  is 
more  a  return  to  the  college's  orig- 
inal structure.  In  1911,  Anderson 
College  was  founded  as  a  four-year 
liberal  arts  college  for  women. 
During  the  depression  years,  eco- 
nomic conditions  necessitated  a 
reduction  of  the  college  to  a  two- 
year  program;  that  year,  1930, 
also  marked  the  first  time  males 
were  admitted  to  the  school. 

Over  the  decades  that  followed, 
Anderson  College  established  a 
national  reputation  in  both  aca- 
demics and  sports,  yet  Anderson 
College's  greatest  offering  to  the 
student  is  its  emphasis  on  the  indi- 
vidual. A.C.  takes  great  pride  in  the 
home-like  quality  of  the  campus. 
Here  faculty  and  staff  go  that  extra 
mile  in  working  to  meet  the  needs 
of  each  student. 

As  we  reclaim  out  position  as  a 
four-year  college,  we  continue  to 
strive  toward  academic  excellence 
and  to  place  as  our  main  interest 
and  concern  the  welfare  and  learn- 
ing of  the  individual  student.  Each 
student  who  enters  our  doors  will 
join  with  us  as  we  "Break  new 
Ground."
